WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower said today he believes 
the fear of a global war is at a 
lower level now than at any time 
in the last few years. 


denounce the Chinese action as a 
violation of the Korean armistice 
and seek the release of the men. 
U.N. observers said Russia could 
delay things a while by: 
1. Arguing the Assembly has no 
right to handle the case on grounds 
that it dealt with espionage rather 
than prisoners of war. 
2. Demanding that the case be 
allocated first to the 60-nation Po­ 
litical Committee instead of going 
direct to the Assembly as recom­ 
mended by the Steering Commit­ 
tee. 
3. Insisting that Red China be 
Invited here to give her side in 
the debate. 
The Assembly must decide on 
all such points before turning to 
discussion of the Allied resolution, 
which calls on Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold to work for 
release of the ll airmen and report 
back to the Assembly by Dec. 31. 
Hammarskjold 
is expected 
to 
approach the C h i n e s e through 
tom e neutral state. 
India is understood to have in­ 
dicated her willingness to act as 
go-between. 
U.S. sources said they anticipat­ 
ed no opposition to the resolution 
except from the five-nation Soviet 
bloc and a few Asian states who 
feel the case should first be placed 
in the hands of the Korean Mili­ 
tary Armistice Commission. The 
United States hopes for a big vote 
of approval that might influence 
Red China to free the prisoners. 
U.S. Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr. yesterday gave Hammarskjold 
rn letter naming four other Ameri­ 
can airmen that Red Chinese rep­ 
resentatives to the Geneva confer­ 
ence admitted were being held by 
Peiping. Lodge charged that their 
detention constituted an additional 
violation of the Korean armistice.

Northeast Ohioans 
Urged To Write 
For Tax Refunds 
CLEVELAND UP — Some 1,700 
Northeastern Ohio taxpayers have 
1953 tax refunds of up to S250 
waiting for them — if only they 
write to the Cleveland ofice of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
Revenue Director Parker C. Wil­ 
liams 
says 
taxpayers 
who 
act 
quickly may receive their checks 
before Christmas. He said the un­ 
claimed refunds add up to about 
$72,000, which had been mailed out 
to taxpayers at addresses listed on 
their 1953 returns, but came back 
undelivered. 
Some persons died, others gave 
incomplete addresses, while other 
taxpayers moved, Williams said. 
According to law, refunds may not 
be forwarded to another address, 
and checks must be claimed at 
the Internal Revenue Office.

CIO To Adopt 
Plan As Guard 
Against Graft 


Code Designed To 
Assure Beneficiaries 
Receive Top Benefits 


LOS ANGELES UT — The CIO 
convention today was expected to 
adopt a code designed to safe­ 
guard union welfare funds from 
graft and "make sure that maxi­ 
mum benefits" are paid to bene­ 
ficiaries. 
An ethical practices committee 
came up with the code after re­ 
ceiving the views of insurance 
firms and other experts in the 
field at recent hearings in New 
York City. Disclosures that some 
union officials and insurance bro­ 
kers had profited handsomely from 
handling such funds prompted the 
study. 
A m o n g the recommendations 
slated 
for 
convention 
adoption 
were: 
1. Welfare funds should be audit­ 
ed at least semiannually by in­ 
dependent certified public account­ 
ants. 
2. Trustees should make public 
at least once a year "all pertinent 
facts concerning the administra­ 
tion of welfare funds" including 
salaries, expenses, fees paid and 
for what purpose. 
3. Company or union officials 
acting as trustees or administra­ 
tors should not get extra compen­ 
sation beyond their regular sal­ 
aries. 
4. Welfare programs c a r r i e d 
t h r o u g h insurance companies 
should be awarded "on the basis 
of lowest net cost for given bene­ 
fits provided by a responsible com­ 
pany. The company should war­ 
rant that no fee has been paid 
directly or indirectly to any rep­ 
resentative of the parties in con­ 
nection with the coverage pro­ 
vided." 
5. Insurance carriers should be 
required to furnish statements for 
p u b l i c 
distribution 
specifying 
"claim s experience, commissions 
and amounts of dividends received 
and to whom paid." 
6. Brokers performing no service 
should get no commissions or fees, 
and laws requiring fees for non­ 
service should be repealed, with 
the savings devoted to "greater 
benefits for beneficiaries." 
7. National unions should "estab­ 
lish and enforce specific stand­ 
ards" as above outlined for their 
local and national union welfare 
funds, and supply locals with ad­ 
vice for negotiating and adminis­ 
tering such funds. 
Union welfare funds are now es­ 
timated to aggregate about 20 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
The convention late yesterday 
adopted a resolution urging com­ 
pletion of negotiations toward a 
m erger with the AFL. 
"There are no roadblocks as far 
as we are concerned," CIO Presi­ 
dent Walter Reuther told dele­ 
gates. "There are problems that 
must be met. There are principles 
that m ust be protected and im­ 
plemented in a practical way." • 
Reuther, along with CIO Secre­ 
tary - Treasury Jam es B. Carey 
and David J. McDonald, president 
of the CIO United Steelworkers, 
ell said in speeches that they 
are optimistic and hope to renew 
m erger talks early next year. 
"I don’t think anybody has any 
magic that can accomplish labor 
unity overnight," 
Reuther said. 
"We are going to have to work at 
this."

Columbiana County deputy sher­ 
iffs began today to remove 30 pris­ 
oners from Mahoning County Jail 
at Youngstown as ordered by Ma­ 
honing County authorities. 
Five of the prisoners will 
be 
placed on probation, and the re­ 
m ainder will be locked in jails at 
E ast Liverpool, Leetonia, E a s t 
Palestine, Salem and p o s s i b l y 
Wellsville. 
Columbiana County commission­ 
ers m et Tuesday night in special 
session with Sheriff Howard Clark 
and Prosecutor Jam es L. MacDon­ 
ald to take action on temporary 
boarding places for county prison­ 
ers at the Youngstown jail. 
They telephoned mayors of the 
five cities and villages who agreed 
to co-operate in providing jail quar­ 
ters for the prisoners ordered out 
by Mahoning county commission­ 
ers by today’s deadline. 
Mahoning County authorities plan 
to raze their old jail sometime thi% 
month, and will begin building a 
new $900,000 jail. 
Columbiana County has b e e n 
boarding prisoners at the jail since 
1939 when the county jail was con­ 
demned and torn down. 
Commissioner Walter Hunston of 
East Palestine said the co-opera­ 
tion from the mayors on the stop- 
gas measure was "exceptionally 
good."

Dentist Says 
Sheppard’s 
Teeth Loose 


Testifies Pieces Were 
Missing 11 Days After 
Marilyn Was Killed 


CLEVELAND UP — Dr. Samuel 
Sheppard’s dentist testified today 
Sheppard’s teeth were c h i p p e d 
when he examined them ll days 
after the murder of Marilyn Shep­ 
pard. 
A piece of a tooth, so far uni­ 
dentified, was found beneath the 
bed where Sheppard’s wife was 
beaten to death July 4. Dr. Shep­ 
pard is on trial for his life, ac­ 
cused of killing her. 
Sheppard claims that he strug­ 
gled with an unknown assailant in 
the bedroom, and that he was 
knocked unconscious there. 
The dentist, Richard E. Cook, 
said he examined Sheppard’s teeth 
July 15. 
"The upper right cuspid and bi­ 
cuspid were loose and chipped," 
he said. 
Pieces of the teeth he estimated 
at one-eighth to one-fourth of an 
inch were missing and Dr. Shep­ 
pard’s mouth still was lacerated, 
he reported. 
Prosecution attorneys, cross-ex­ 
amining, asked him to step down 
from the witness stand and exam­ 
ine the accused m an’s teeth in 
court. He did so, and said they 
are not loose now. 
Preceding this witness. Dr. Clif­ 
ford C. Foster, eye, ear nose and 
throat specialist, testified he ex­ 
amined Sheppard on the afternoon 
of the m urder. • 
Like other witnesses, he de­ 
scribed a swollen right cheek, a 
black eye and a swelling at the 
back of the neck. 
Under cross - examination, Dr. 
Foster conceded "you could have a 
m ark on the neck from continued 
pressure there." 
Yesterday the jury heard further 
details about the extent of Shep­ 
pard’s injuries on the morning of 
the m urder. 
, 
Possibly 
m o r e 
important, 
a 
woman X-ray technician repeated 
the words she said Sheppard ut­ 
tered while he was dazed and un­ 
der the influence of a double­ 
strength dose of demerol, a nar­ 
cotic sedative. It had been admin­ 
istered in the hospital when he 
was brought there. 
Mrs. Eileen Huge, the techni­ 
cian, who X-rayed him that morn­ 
ing. said he kept moaning: 
"I heard Marilyn screaming and 
I tried to get to her . . . I 
couldn’t get to her and she was 
screaming . . . Things like this 
don’t happen." 
Sheppard also cried out once, 
“ I thought I saw someone on the 
beach . . . Something hit me from 
behind," the witness testified. 
Mrs. Huge said she found a "red 
m ark” on his neck on the left rear 
side, and blood in his mouth and 
on his teeth when she asked to 
open his jaws so she could make 
an X-ray. She said he was "shak­ 
ing with cold." 
The same statem ent came from 
a previous 
witness, 
Mrs. 
Anna 
Franz, a nurse who helped un­ 
dress Sheppard in the hospital. His 
clothes, she said, were "soaking 
wet” and his skin was "clam m y." 
When she tried to take his tem­ 
perature. she said, the thermom­ 
eter didn’t register. 
"His feet were—well, shriveled 
—as though they had been in wa­ 
ter for a long tim e," she said. 
P art of Sheppard’s story is that 
he was knocked out in a struggle 
in the bedroom. Then he says he 
thought he saw a "form " out­ 
side, moving toward the lakefront 
below his home. He pursued the 
assailant, h^ says, and was struck 
down a second time, and came to 
with the lake waves washing over 
him. He says he does not know 
how long he was in the water. 
Prior to the testimony from the 
two women, Dr. Richard Sheppard, 
under cross-examination, said dis­ 
agreements between his brother 
Sam and Marilyn were of a "m i­ 
nor character." He said he con­ 
sidered the murdered woman "a

Butler Cites 
Presidential 
Men In Party 


Democratic Chairman 
Says Adlai Must Seek 
1956 Bid Vigorously 


SOUTH BEND. Ind. 13 — The 
Democratic party has "m any men 
who are presidential tim ber" and 
Adlai Stevenson m ust seek the 
1956 presidential nomination "vig­ 
orously" if he wants it, says Paul 
Butler, the party’s new national 
chairman. 
Butler, also told a television pan­ 
el of South Bend newsmen last 
night that "he (Stevenson) and 
other candidates must let the par­ 
ty and the nation know their in­ 
tentions by the latter part of 
1955." 
The South Bend lawyer, pressed 
by the newsmen to name possible 
candidates, mentioned Sen. Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee, Sen. Rich­ 
ard Russell of Georgia, Gov. Frank 
Lausche of Ohio, Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan, Gov.-elect 
George M. Leader of Pennsylvania 
and Gov.-elect Averell Harriman 
of New York. 
"All I know is what I read in 
the papers and most papers con­ 
sider him (Stevenson) the leader 
right now," Butler said. "But the 
Democratic party is fortunate in 
having many men who are presi­ 
dential timber for 1956." 
"I have no reason to think that 
Stevenson will or will not seek the 
nomination. However, he won’t ob­ 
tain it the same way he did in 
’52. There will be no draft. If Ste­ 
venson seeks the nomination, he 
m ust seek it vigorously." 
The tenor of the new chairman’s 
rem arks apparently were intended 
to establish himself as an inde­ 
pendent factor in the party, al­ 
though he was generally believed 
to be pro-Stevenson in party af­ 
fairs. 
On the subject of the situation in 
the South, he said: "I am hopeful 
that factionalism with the Demo­ 
cratic party is over and I will 
work to that end."

TOKYO i3—Brain trusters of a 
strange Conservative-Socialist coal­ 
ition that drove Prim e Minister 
Shigeru Yoshida from office hud­ 
dled today to bargain over his 
successor. 
The coalition agreed to call a 
vote for a new prime minister 
tomorrow in the lower house. The 
Diet approved extension of its spe­ 
cial session through tomorrow for 
the balloting. 
Ichiro Hatovama. who favors in­ 
creased trade with 
Red China 
within a framework of friendship 
with the West, appears to have the 
inside track. 
But he may have to pay a stiff 
price to get Socialist backing. 
The Socialists are reported de­ 
manding that Hatovama rule only 
for a month or two and then call 
new elections which the Socialists 
think will bring them big gains. 
The threat of a comeback by 
Yoshida's Liberal party probably 
will help keep the Socialists in line 
behind Hatoyama. 
Yoshida turned over the reins 
of the Liberal party today to his 
deputy Taketora Ogata. The Lib­ 
erals probably will nominate Ogata 
for prime minister. They have 186 
votes. The Democrats have 120 
and the Socialists 133, for a coali­ 
tion total of 253.

Pledges To Do

Margin Trimmed To 
2,9 7 0 ; Leaves For 
Capital This Week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 3 —Still the 
winner. Rep. George H. Bender 
Yesterday promised to do “ the very 
best job I can as U. S. senator." 
His statement was made as Ohio’s 
largest recount ended. It trimmed 
Bender’s 
original 
margin 
from 
6,041 votes to 2,970 in the Nov. 2 
senatorial contest. 
The Republican victor plans to 
leave for Washington later this 
week. 
Sen. Thomas A. Burke (D-Ohio), 
who had asked retabulations in 25 
of Ohio’s 88 counties including 6,- 
827 precincts, said: 
"I cheerfully accept the verdict 
and return to the private practice 
of law." 
Secretary of State Ted. W. Brown 
sent Bender’s certificate of elec­ 
tion to the U. S. Senate clerk upon 
approval of the recount by the state 
canvassing board. Bender is com­ 
pleting his seventh term in Con­ 
gress. 
Brown said the recount disclosed 
human errors but apparent fraud 
only in one precinct in Jefferson 
County. 
Brown said Burke will get back a 
"considerable” amount of the more 
than $68,000 at $10 a precinct he 
posted for the record recount. Re­ 
count 
costs 
in 
some precincts 
were less than $10. Burke also will 
receive full $10 refunds by law in 
precincts where he gained at least 
4 per cent in the recount. Refund 
totals were not yet available. 
At Washington, a Senate official 
said Bender can start drawing his 
Senate pay as of last Friday when 
Burke’s 
salary 
and 
allowances 
were stopped, the day fellowing 
Senate adjournment. 
Bender’s pay as senator will be 
$15,000 a year, the same he re­ 
ceived as a congressman. 


Cave Dweller No Fugitive 
Hermit Wants To Be Left Alone 


A 53-year-old "herm it" went back 
to his cliff cave overlooking the 
Ohio River today after convincing 
East Liverpool police he is not a 
fugitive or an eccentric and that 
he has a perfect right to live apart 
from the civilized world’s eternal 
turmoil over atomic bombs, sena­ 
torial investigations and other ul­ 
cer breeders. 
Police thought an escaped prison­ 
er had been located by c h a n c e 
when they heard the stories of two 
Campground Rd. boys who saw a 
man crouched over a fire while 
they were exploring the cliffs over 
the East Liverpool - Wellsville Rd. 
Tuesday afternoon. The excited 


boys told the story to their par­ 
ents, who relayed it to police. 
So four East Liverpool officers, a 
highway patrolmen and a deputy 
sheriff — most of them disguised 
as hunters — went in search of the 
mysterious stranger, guided by the 
two boys. 
The boys’ 
sense of direction 
turned out to be faulty and they 
led the officers on a long hunt 
along the sheer hillside, but finally 
the cave dwelling was located on 
a spot 250 feet above the super­ 
road near Radio Heights, slightly 
downstream from a point known 
as Walkers Cliffs. 
Police found a cave dweller, all 


right, but not the surly fugitive or 
eccentric hermit they had expected. 
He turned out to be clean-shaven 
intelligent man with a couple of 
college degrees who explained he 
always had liked life in the out­ 
doors and hadn’t expected to touch 
off a manhunt or an investigation. 
He lives in a cave that extends 
about 14 feet underneath a large 
overhanging rock, the officers re­ 
ported. The front opening has been 
enclosed with a wall of small sap­ 
lings and a fireplace at the en­ 
trance furnishes heat for warmth 
and cooking, the officers reported. 
Inside they found a comfortable 
but crude home arranged in the 


cave, complete with a stock of 
groceries the man said his rela­ 
tives help f u r n i s h . He dresses 
warmly in rough outdoor clothes, 
the officers said. 
The man explained he has no 
wilt or children, so a few months 
ago he decided to move out of his 
hotel room and live the way he 
liked best. 
He agreed to accompany the of­ 
ficers to headquarters to convince 
them of his story. He stayed over­ 
night at the police station, but only 
because authorities feared he could 
not climb to the cliff cave again

McCarthy’s attack on 
him, declared emphatically today 
he has no intention of indulging in 
personal vituperation or quarrels. 
The President came up with rn 
crisp no when asked for comment 
at his news conference on the Mc­ 
Carthy attack. 
And, in what he did say later, 
Eisenhower never did mention Mc­ 
Carthy by name. 
In this, the President was stick­ 
ing to his repeatedly stated policy 
of refusing to talk about McCar­ 
thy as an individual. 
The first question pjut to Eisen­ 
hower, at the crowded news con­ 
ference, dealt with McCarthy’s per­ 
sonal attack. 
McCarthy yesterday accused the 
President of a "shrinking show ct 
weakness" 
toward 
communism 
and of tolerance for Reds who tor­ 
ture imprisoned Americans. 
A reporter summarized McCar­ 
thy’s charges and then asked the 
President whether he cared to com­ 
ment in view of what the newsman 
termed the personal nature of the 
criticism. 
The reporter also asked whether 
Eisenhower saw any danger to the 
Republican Party in the McCarthy 
attack. 
After a moment’s hesitation, the 
President shot back briskly that 
the answer with respect to the first 
part of the question—whether he 
cared to comment in view of the 
personal nature of the criticism— 
was no. 
Eisenhower then added forcefully 
that he does not intend to indulge 
in personal vituperation or quar­ 
rels. 
The President went on to say he 
always has upheld the right of 
Congress to conduct investigations, 
and will continue to do so. 
As for the second part of the 
opening question, whether Eisen­ 
hower saw any danger to the Re­ 
publican Party in the McCarthy 
attack, 
the 
President 
referred 
newsmen to Leonard W. 
Hall, 
chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee. He suggested 
they ask Hall, what, in his opinion, 
the impact will be on the party. 
By all signs, McCarthy decided 
deliberately on a break with the 
administration. It was no off-the- 
cuff rem ark, but a prepared - in­ 
advance statement, when he lashed 
at the President yesterday. 
McCarthy apologized to Ameri­ 
can voters for telling them in the 
1952 campaign that election of Ei­ 
senhower would guarantee "a vig­ 
orous, forceful fight against Com­ 
munists in government." 
"I was m istaken," he declared. 
In the past there has been a 
good deal of friction between Mc­ 
Carthy and the administration on 
the Communist issue and foreign 
policy. But Eisenhower, although 
critical of the senator in general 
term s, steadfastly has declined to 
speak out against him as an in­ 
dividual. 
One Eisenhower aide, who asked 
not to be named, said in response 
to a reporter’s question that the 
President showed "no particular 
anger" when informed about Mc­ 
Carthy’s attack. 
The aide said Eisenhower has 
steeled himself all along against 
losing his tem per over McCarthy, 
and that he apparently was de­ 
termined not to lose it this tim e.

Moral Condemnation 


The United Nations is at its best 
when 
it 
brings the m oral condemnation of the civilized 
world* to a burning focus on wrong-doing. 
T hat is what it can do in the instance 
of 
Red China’s mishandling of United States citi­ 
zens being held as prisoners of w ar on espion­ 
age charge^ Its General Assembly can become 
a forum for civilization. 
President Eisenhower described his executive 
problem in the case a week ago in his press 
conference when he adm itted he wanted to lash 
out against the injustice but had to consider the 
consequences of anger and resentm ent. 
The release of 13 U.S. citizens is the objective 
—not a show of anger and resentm ent against 
their captors — the President explained. There­ 
fore, it had become the obligation of the United 
Nations to share responsibility, since the men 
had been captured by Red China while perform ­ 
ing dirties for that international organization. 
The United Nations cannot force the release 
of the prisoners, either. All it can do is reflect 
the judgm ent of an overwhelming m ajority of 
its m em ber governments against wrong-doing 
by Red China. 
This would not necessarily cause Red China 
to release the prisoners. But it would have an 
effect on world wide thinking about Red China’s 
status. 


No Other Goats 


L atest of the Pearl Harbor accounts is “ Ad­ 
m iral Kim m el’s Story.” printed in excerpt form 
by U.S. News & World Report for the 13th anni­ 
versary of the disaster. The complete book will 
be published in January. 
Like the other accounts, it straightens out 
distortions allowed to be placed in the record 
when federal authority was looking for scape­ 
goats during the early years of World War II. 
Even before the w ar ended, m ost Americans 
were aw are that the Pearl 
Harbor 
disaster 
should not have been loaded on the shoulders 
of the two handiest 
scapegoats. 
R ear 
Adm. 
Kimmel and Gen. W alter C. Short, the m ilitary 
officers who had responsibility for the secur­ 
ity of the Pacific fleet and its Pearl Harbor 
base. 
They were only two figures in a long chain of 
responsibility and command that reached from 
the rem ote outposts to the White House. When 
disaster occurred, the whole chain was slack. 
Hands fumbled. Heads were confused. 
It was inevitable, although not proper, that 
blam e should be shifted from the high to the 
interm ediary level of command. And it was 
inevitable, thereafter, that the scapegoats would 
shift it back, in their own defense. All their 
accounts have been plausible — none m ore so 
than Adm. Kim m el’s. 
In concluding his account, he declares that

Washington, because at no other place was it 
known that Japan was on the verge of violence, 
having been forced there by U.S. policy.

Communist China Plays Second Fiddle 


Time Will Tell 


One effect of the uproar over 
Communist China’s im prisonm ent 
of ll American aviators has been 
a clear disclosure that President 
Eisenhow er’s all-controlling foreign 
policy is that Europe rem ains first 
— im m easurably m ore im portant 
than any Asian area — as a bul­ 
wark of American safety. 
This is the sam e 
attitude 
for 
which 
President 
Roosevelt 
was 
criticized throughout World W ar II 
and which has excited hot contro­ 
versy ever since. It was the crux 
of President T rum an’s refusal of 
Gen. Mac A rthur’s request for per­ 
mission to extend the Korean War 
into Chinese M anchuria. 
It pro­ 
voked the bitter debate between 
Secretary Acheson and Republican 
senators as to the degree of resist­ 
ance the U. S. imposed a g a i n s t 
Communist engulfment of China. It 
is the root of difference between 
President Eisenhower and S e n . 
Knowland. 
Im m ediately after Pearl Harbor 
there was an overwhelming de­ 
m and by the American people that 
our suprem e first fighting effort be 
retaliation against Japan to the 
point of total destruction. That sen­ 
tim ent becam e even m ore pro­ 
nounced 
as 
Japan 
successively 
swept up Wake, Guam and the 
Philippines. And 
the 
Navy 
was 
heavily on the side of putting the 
Pacific w ar first. 


HOWEVER, the arm y chief of 
staff, Gen. M arshall, fought like a 
tiger for the position that all other 
factors should be subordinated to 
the overthrow of Adolf Hitler, and 
President Roosevelt supported him. 
Surely, the wisdom of that find­ 
ing was borne out. since the sur­ 
render of Germ any caused Japan 
to give in without a single Allied 
soldier having invaded its m ain­ 
land. 
The key point of Eisenhower’s 
thinking now is that the highly in­ 
dustrialized countries of Western 
Europe — especially G erm any — 
stand as the balance of power be­ 
tween 
Russia 
and 
the 
United 
States. He holds that so long as 
we 
keep 
W estern 
G e r m a n y , 
France, Italy, Scandinavia and the 
Low' Countries on our side, Russia 
never can hope to win a 
war 
against us. 
If. on the other hand, all those 
countries should succumb to com­ 
munism it would become extrem e­ 
ly difficult to hang on even to 
Britain or Spain as easterly de­ 
fense outposts of the U.S. 
F urther, and perhaps equally im ­ 
portant. another world w ar certain­ 
ly would hinge on atomic pow'er, 
and Russia is our one antagonist 
with that regard. Communist China 
so far has neither atom ic bombs 


nor the m eans of carrying them 
to us. 


WHILE COMMUNIST China is 
making 
notable 
industrial 
ad­ 
vances, it still is a wholly negligi­ 
ble factor in economic w arfare. 
From that standpoint there is little 
either 
to 
lose 
or 
gain 
among 
China’s near neighbors. As stated 
by a leading State D epartm ent ex­ 
pert. Indochina considered alone 
would not w arrant any American 
attention, economic or m ilitary. It 
is of concern solely as a possible 
stepping-stone for Communist Chi­ 
nese absorption of Indochina, M a­ 
laya and Thailand, countries that 
do possess im portant natural re­ 
sources. 
The ll aviators concerned are 
among a last score or so of more 
than 3.000 American arm ed per­ 
sonnel held by the Communists at 
the time of the Korean truce. All 
others wishing to go home have 
been released. 
Up to the announcem ent of the 
sentencing of the ll to prison term s 
for alleged espionage, the U. S. 
government had no definite infor­ 
mation even that they were alive. 
And, in light of past Communist 
practice, it is considered signifi­ 
cant that there was no sentencing 
of Am ericans to death. Judged by 
experience in other cases — such 
as Robert A. Vogeler in Hungary 
and William N. Oatis in Czecho­ 
slovakia — prison 
sentences 
by 
Communists are lifted if political 
events m ake that action expedient. 


AS TO TWO civilians sentenced 
along with the fliers — Thomas 
Downey and Richard G. Fecteau— 
the State D epartm ent is notably 
noncommunicative. Specifically the 
departm ent has refused to affirm 
or deny the Peiping charge that 
those men were “ Am erican es­ 
pionage agents” trying to land in 
China for the purpose of recruiting 
and training native collaborators. 
It is frankly adm itted by Wash­ 
ington authorities that the U. S. 
long has been doing its best to 
establish sources for information 
as to what is going on behind the 
Iron Curtain. 
President 
Eisenhower 
rejected 
Knowland’s dem and for a naval 
blockade of China because, he said, 
that would be equivalent to declar­ 
ing war. But there are other ob­ 
jections to a blockade. 
F irst, it would afford no assur­ 
ance of release of the imprisoned 
A m ericans and quite likely would 
prom pt their execution. 
Second, the Communist Chinese 
m ainland coast is some 3,000 miles 
long, not counting access to the 
neighboring outlets to the ocean 
by way of Russia at the north and 
Indochina at the south.

LOS ANGELES 
The thousand top leaders of CIO 
m ay be wistfully folding their big 
tent, but they are far from stealing 
away into the night. R ather they’re 
planning n e w 
organizing and 
political drives 
for millions of 
workers in the

in­ 
dustries, a n d 
among the non- 
u n i o n i zed 
e v e r ywhere, 
once 
CIO 
is 
m erged w i t h 
the AFL sometime next May or 
June. 
Everyw here among the de’egates 
to the CIO’s 16th convention — 
m ost likely its last after exactly 
19 hectic years — there is an eager­ 
ness 
to 
revive 
the 
pile-driving 
unionizing days of 1937. It was a 
m ature and realistic W alter Reuth- 
er who set the new tone in a de­ 
tailed verbal report to the CIO 
high command. 
As he told of his negotiations 
with 
AFL 
leaders. 
R euther’s 
theme, and the sentim ent of his 
colleagues added up to “ What is 
past is prologue.” The “ redhead” 
spoke of the potential m em bership 
in the new industries as an ex­ 
am ple: he picked out the virtually 
unorganized 
chemical 
field, 
in 
which there are now hundreds of 
thousands pf non-union workers. 


IN THIS FIELD there are two 
small unions, one in the AFL and 
one in CIO. Once labor is united, 
these two unions could merge. With 
the money and m anpower of a 
m ovem ent of 15 million m em bers 
behind them , they could unionize 
the chemical industry as CIO once 
did in steel and auto. 
So it could also be in the fields 
of plastics and atom ic energy and 
in the South and Southwest, the 
new labor frontiers, in which in­ 
dustry is throwing up 
big 
new 
plants. 
Those who heard Reuther are the 
leaders 
of 33 
international CIO 
unions, all of which go into the 
AFL 
with 
t h e i r 
independence 
guaranteed, he told them. These 
are veterans of labor organization 
—the men who helped build organ­ 
ized labor from 3 million m em bers 
on Nov. 9. 1935, when CIO was 
launched, to 17 million today. 
That m eant 14 million m em bers 
in 19 years. These f a d e rs of CIO’s 
33 big unions don’t see a combined 
labor m ovem ent’s taking nearly as 
long to win additional millions. As 
national CIO counsel and strategist 
Art Goldberg put it in an analysis 
of what will happen, there are al­ 
most three potential m em bers for 
ev e ry unionized worker in the U.S. 
today. 


TODAY’S UNIONS look upon the 
traditional 
pledge 
of 
organized 
labor “ To organize the unorganiz­ 
ed, not as an em pty phrase, but 
as a clear m ission,” Goldberg said 
in a speech to another group. 
“To fulfil] that mission we are— 
and we shall — spare no effort or 
expense in organizing the unorgan­ 
ized areas of our country. . The 
futuie of the American labor move-' 
m ent depends, in large part, on 
our ability to. . .complete the job 
of organizing the South. . .” 
To do that, both Goldberg and 
Reuther see the necessity of in­ 
creased political 
activity, within 
the “ two-party concept.” 
With startling realism and frank­ 
ness, Reuther spelled this out too, 
at the CIO executive board m eet­ 
ing held 
before 
the 
convention 
form ally opened. 
The tim e has come to revise 
CIO’s and Labor’s political strategy 
and 
concepts 
Reuther 
asserted, 
much to the surprise of m any of 
his listeners who have come out of 
m ilitant political activity. In ef­ 
fect, Reuther said that the recent 
election really gave labor little ad­ 
ditional influence in Congress. 
He pointed out that while such 
legislators as Wayne M c\r s e and 
Hubert Humphrey have increased 
influence 
in 
the 
new 
Congress, 
there was lfttle percentage for la­ 
bor to devote 
itself 
en tirely 
to 
these old liberal friends — for they 
were on labor’s side anyway. 


LABOR MUST br more realistic, 
and find some common ground with 
the conservatives in the D em ocrat­ 
ic party too. Reuther said. If la­ 
bor wanted to influence taxation 
and m ake headway in the South, it 
would have to begin working w'ith 
such men as Sens. George and Rus­ 
sell, as well 
as 
Humphrey 
and 
Morse. 
T hat’s why the em phasis this 
year was not an unobtainable de­ 
m ands such as wiping out the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
There was much ta lk ,‘and there 
is much m ore on the convention 
floor, of the details of the AFL and 
CIO m erger. But ifs all running 
second to the desire to end one 
era, which began with John Lewis’ 
speeches about “ shrunken bellies” , 
and to get started on the new one 
dedicated to the guaranteed annual 
wage, a 30-hour v-eek. $250-a-month 
old age pensions and a 25 million- 
m em ber labor movement. 
Art Goldberg added it up in his 
pre-convention speech in San F ran­ 
cisco the other day. when he said 
that the future of Am erican labor 
can be sum m ed up with: 
“ You ain’t seen nothing yet.’*

Blockade Issue Becomes Confusing

Only one person in 14 can give 
any adequate explanatiort of what 
atomic energy is, according to one 
recent survey. 


Is the United States accepting 
the Korean arm istice agreem ent as 
a peace treaty, or is there now a 
state of w ar between Red China 
and this country? 
If the Korean arm istice has been 
broken by the Communists in hold­ 
ing 
captive 
American 
prisoners 
who were to have been released, 
has not Red China com m itted an 
“ act of w ar” ? 
Is President Eisenhower repudi­ 
ating the legal argum ent m ade by 
President Trum an 
that it 
isn’t 
necessary to ask the authorization 
of Congress in order to apply a 
naval blockade or the use of arm ­ 
ed forces to carry out an obligation 
undertaken by this country through 
the United Nations C harter? 
These questions arise out of a 
careful exam ination of the author­ 
ized transcript of the press confer­ 
ence held by Eisenhower last week 
at which he said a blockade would 
be an “ act of w ar” and that he 
would go to Congress to ask for 
authorization if any such step has 
to .b e taken at all. 


NOT IT SO happens that t h e 
C harter of the United Nations spe­ 
cifically says in Article 42 that the 
U.N. “ m ay take such action by air, 
sea or land forces as m ay be neces­ 
sary to m aintain or restore inter­ 
national peace and security,” and 
then adds: 
“ Such action m ay include demon­ 
strations, blockade, and other op­ 
erations by air, sea or land forces 
of m em bers of the United Na­ 
tions.” 
When 
these 
provisions 
of the 
C harter w'ere before Congress to be 
ratified in 1944. a question arose 
as to w hether the w ar powers of 
the Congress were being ignored. 
Amendments were proposed by 
Sen. Taft and bv Sen. W heeler to 
require congressional authorization 
for the use of the arm ed forces 
of the United States whenever the 
contingency arose. Such proposals 
were rejected by the Senate. 
Likewise. Sen. W atkins, by an 
am endm ent, endeavored to require 
the president to go to Congress be­ 
fore exercising certain powers un­ 
der 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty. 
This. too. failed. 
A Senate docum ent presenting a 
lengthy opinion attributed to “ the 
executive departm ents” in Febru­ 
ary 1951 and issued by Sen. Con- 
nally. who was at that tim e chair­ 
m an of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, m akes the f l a t 
statem ent that the president is un­ 
d er no obligation to get authoriza­ 
tion from Congress before impos­ 
ing a blockade or using the arm ed 
forces to carry out either U.N. or 
NATO obligations. 


INDEED, TRE docum ent quotes 
at length from a form al report 
m ade by both the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Relations and the 
House Committee on Foreign Af­ 
fairs w’hich discussed Article 42 of 
the U.N. C harter and then in identi­ 
cal language said: 
“ Preventive or enforcem ent ac­ 
tion by these forces upon the order 
of the Security Council would not 
be an act of w ar but would be 
international action for the pre­ 
servation of the peace and for the 
purpose of preventing war. Con­ 
sequently the 
provisions 
of the 
C harter do not affect the exclusive 
power of Congress to declare w ar.” 
It was this reasoning which the 
D epartm ent of State used in de­ 
fending 
President T rum an’s de­ 
cision to join with other United 
Nations forces in repelling aggres­ 
sion in Korea without asking au­ 
thorization 
before 
or 
afterw ard 
from Congress. 


When Eisenhower says to the na­ 
tion that he cannot impose a block­ 
ade without going to Congress be­ 
cause it would be an “ act of w ar,” 
it m eans either that he has never 
been fam iliarized with the back­ 
ground of the Am erican ratifica­ 
tion of the U N C harter and the 
interpretation placed on it by com­ 
m ittees of Congress, or else he 
m eans to reverse the Trum an pol­ 
icy and take up with Congress be­ 
forehand any m ilitary or naval ac­ 
tion hereafter required through the 
U.N. C harter or through the North 
Atlantic Treaty provisions.

More than 20 Am ericans out of 
every 
IOO 
are 
overweight, 
and 
women carry more than a propor­ 
tionate share of the excess pound­ 
age. 
The 20 per cent estim ate is the 
first one iAade that has been based 
on factual criteria rather than de­ 
pending heavily on individual phy­ 
sicians’ judgm ents. The conclusion 
was drawn by the U.S. P u b l i c 
Health Service'on tho basis of three 
sam ple surveys 
The findings were based on the 
excess over the average weight 
for each inch of height among men 
aged 30 and women aged 25. 
The first survey was m ade by 
the Life Extension Institute among 
10.000 life insurance policy hold­ 
ers across the country. All pre­ 
sum ably were free from illness. 
The institute found that 27.3 per 
cent — 15.8 per cent of the m ales 
and 30.9 per cent of females — 
were IO per cent or m ore heavier 
than they should have been. 
In another study, the Richmond 
Health D epartm ent, in cooperation 
with the Public Health Service, put 
the scales under 33,799 persons. It 
was found that 21.4 out of every 
IOO persons were IO per ceht or 
more overweight and IO were more 
than 20 per cent too heavy. 
The third study, also in cooper­ 
ation with the Public Health Serv­ 
ice, was carried out by the Georgia 
Health D epartm ent in A t l a n t a . 
Among these subjects, 24.8 per cent 
were carrying 20 per cent or m ore 
too much flesh. 
All the studies showed that a 
higher percentage of women than 
men weighed too much and that 
this was particularly true of Negro 
women.

By this, I mean 
that his characters act in unex­ 
pected ways but somehow these 
acts, though unexpected, seem— 
once done—to have been inevit­ 
able, to have been the only things 
the characters could have done un­ 
der the circumstances. 
“ An Error in Chemistry” opens 
—a very fine scene, by the way, 
both in picture and text—on the 
midway of a carnival beside the 
wheel of fortune run by the play’s 
hero, Joel Flint (Edmond OBrien). 
As a carny barker, Flint has an 
overpowering habit of fleecing the 
country bumpkins. They are not 
auch bumpkins that they are not 
aware 
of 
the 
fact 
that 
they 
are being fleeced, but he quells 
any incipient revolt by subjecting 
them to merciless public ridicule, 
a lesson in mass psychology that 
Faulkner must have learned at the 
source. 
Well, sir, into this bear pit — 
one man against the populace— 
swims a sceptical Mississippi farm­ 
er—this is a small Mississippi town 
—and his attractive but not overly 
bright daughter, M’lissa (Marilee 
Phelps). “That sure is a' pretty 
wheel, papa,” she says. “Just a 
way of stealing a man’s money,” 
he says. 


AND THE NEXT THING y o u 
know the barker and the girl are 
off by themselves, kissing. 
“ I want to marry you,” he says. 
•TU marry you,” she says, “I’ll 
m arry you anytime you say.” 
And, over the violent objections 
of the farmer - father (Lon Chan­ 
ey), they get married. In short, 
Faulkner gets at the facts — not 
only the facts of life but the facts 
of story — abruptly, without wast­ 
ing time. There’s a primitivism in 
his people; there’s violence even 
in so normal an act as getting mar­ 
ried. 
Then later — when the violence 
gets a little more evident — Flint 
walks in and says: “Sheriff, ifs 
about my wife — I just killed 
her.” And his explanation for kill­ 
ing her: “Well, she was my wife 
—and she was close at hand.” 


THERE IS, OF COURSE more 
reason for all this than I’ve indi­ 


cated here, but the real power of 
Faulkner is not in the logic of plot­ 
ting but in his sure conviction—al­ 
most arrogance—that this is what 
would happen with a given set of 
people under a given set of cir­ 
cumstances. 
His people have a sort of fate­ 
ful predetermination in their faces 
as if they were saying: “Things 
being as they are and me being 
me, what else can you expect 
of me?” and they walk into their 
destiny, usually a dreadful one, 
with impassive and resigned faces. 
It was an altogether wonderful 
production and I think very high 
marks 
are due 
to 
everyone— 
David Dortort who made the adap­ 
tation; Bretaigne Windust, the pro­ 
ducer; Elliot Lewis, the associate 
producer; William H. Brown Jr., 
the director; and especially Ed­ 
mond O’Brien who was just about 
perfect as Joel Flint.

Sewage Plant 
Matter Tabled 
At Wellsville 


Engineering Concern 
Proposes Survey In 
Letter To Councilmen 


Wellsville Council Tuesday night 
tabled a request from the Chester 
Engineering Co. of Pittsburgh to 
decide on a site for the proposed 
sewage disposal plant. 
H. F. Lundberg, representative 
of the firm, urged action in a fet­ 
ter, pointing out Councilmen had 
inspected the Jersey Shore, Pa., 
plant last month. The matter was 
tabled until the next meeting Dec. 
20. 
He said in another letter his com­ 
pany could start a survey of the 
water system by Jan. I, costing 
the city $2,500 to be paid upon 
completion of the report. 
It would include a study of the 
distribution system, filtration plant, 
a survey of areas not served and 
possible extensions, flow tests on 
feeder mains, preliminary cost es­ 
timates of improvements and a 
proposal to combine water im­ 
provements and the sewage plant 
under one bond issue. 
The matter was referred to the 
water and finance committees. 
Myron Weis, president, reported 
that the tour of the Jersey Shore 
plant by city officials recently cost 
the city about $200. 
Weis said Jersey Shore, with a 
population of 7,000, had the same 
problem as Wellsville — “nobody 
wanted the disposal plant in his- 
backyard.” 
He said the plant is situated near 
the business district and that there 
is no stench or objectionable odor, 
even inside the plant. 
The 
Wellsville plant will 
be 
slightly larger, Weis said. 
Councilman Ancel Moore said he 
believes a plant could be built with­ 
in 200 or 300 feet of a residence 
without any bad results. 
He said three sites are being 
considered but he believes a plot 
of land near the 20th St. flood 
pump station in the area of the old 
sand and gravel works would be 
the best. 
Other councilmen who inspected 
the 
plant 
commented. 
It 
was 
pointed out that only one man 
works at the plant, on eight hour 
duty, and that it operates auto­ 
matically for the remaining 16 
hours each day. 
Following the discussion. Coun­ 
cilman J. Frederick Russell moved 
the communication about the site 
be tabled. 
In other business, Council passed 
an ordinance under suspension of 
rules transferring numerous funds 
for the year ending Dec. 31, for 
the purpose of balancing the books. 
Councilman George Lewis volun­ 
teered to attend a meeting of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars P o s t 
5647 Thursday night at 7:30 when 
the group will discuss plans to re­ 
store Hammond Park. 
Weis received an invitation but 
said he was unable to attend and 
wanted a representative of coun­ 
cil at the meeting. 
Safety-Service Director William 
S. Robinson told Council the new 
gas-fired furnace at the fire sta­ 
tion is in operation. 
Lewis invited all councilmen to 
attend a tour to be made Friday 
of the refuse disposal system in 
Toronto.

TOKYO UP)—Right-wing members 
of the Japanese Diet today ver­ 
bally attacked former U. S. Presi­ 
dents Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry Truman and told a new vet­ 
erans g r o u p “Poth the United 
States and Japan are to b l a m e 
for the war on a 50-50 basis.” 
Assemblyman Yosuhiro N a k a- 
sone made the “50-50” statement 
at the Pearl Harbor Day inaugural 
meeting of the AU-Japan Veterans 
Assn., attended by aged ex-gener­ 
als and admirals, politicians and 
the governor of Tokyo.

Robert A. Theobold blaming 
the Pearl Harbor attack on a con­ 
spiracy participated in by the late 
President Roosevelt.

McCarthy himself denies any 
such political ambition and places 
his motives on the high plateau of 
patriotism. 
But at least this much has be­ 
come apparent in the situation: 
A false front has been removed 
from the Eisenhower-McCarthy re­ 
lationship by the senator himself. 
Now there can be no mistake about 
it. Everybody knows where the 
two men stand in relation to each 
other.

After Uncertain U.N. Start 
Ike’s Peace Atoms Plan 
Seen On Way To Success 


By WARREN ROGERS JR. 
WASHINGTON im — President 
Eisenhower’s atoms-for-peace pro­ 
posal has taken hold despite the 
uncertain future seen for it when 
unveiled at the United Nations 
exactly one year ago today. 
Eisenhower’s proposal electrified 
the U.N. General Assembly then 
and captured the imagination of 
the free world. Four days ago a 
rare unanimous vote stamped U.N. 
approval on the program in some­ 
what modified form. 
Such acceptance could hardly 
have been seen a year ago by the 
men who helped Eisenhower re- 
juggle his speech to include the 
atoms-for-peace p r o p o s a l , then 
furiously cranked out texts aboard 
the presidential plane Columbine 
taking the President from Ber­ 
muda to New York. 
Reporters who met the Colum­ 
bine at LaGuardia Field were sur­ 
prised to find the speech printed 
on sheets of different sized paper, 
giveaway that something had 
been added. This something was 
the 
atoms-for-peace 
pten, 
con­ 
ceived as a ray of hope in what 
otherwise 
would 
have 
been 
a 
gloomy speech. 
Eisenhower agreed to make the 
speech in response to mounting 
pressure to give the public more 
information about the horrors of 
atomic war. He told the U.N. th e, 


U.S. atomic stockpile had more 
explosive power than all the bombs 
and all the shells dropped and 
fired throughout World War II. 
Then he made his appeal: (I) 
pool atomic materials and know­ 
how among the nations principally 
i n v o l v e d , necessarily includ­ 
ing Russia; (2) work out details in 
“private conversation’* undertaken 
in good faith. 
The immediate Russian reaction 
was an outburst of derision. The 
Soviets, however, reconsidered and 
came out with a more sober state­ 
ment after the rest of the world 
applauded Eisenhower. 
The Soviets said Eisenhower’s 
idea was good but did not go far 
enough. They said it should pro­ 
hibit atomic weapons by a pledge 
not to use them. The United States 
repeated that such a pledge was 
fine but any disarmament must 
include a system of inspection to 
make sure nobody cheated. The 
Russians said no to this. 
Even so, negotiations b e g a n 
privately on ways and means of 
getting Eisenhower’s program un­ 
der way. In private exchanges, 
American 
and 
Soviet 
leaders 
talked over details. Then, along 
about midsummer, the talks foun­ 
dered. 
In the meantime, the United 
States dealt Russia out and got 
together with several allies on a 


revised version of the plan. Instead 
of a pool which would hold mater­ 
ials as well as data, they discussed 
a clearing house through which 
information 
and 
nuclear 
goods 
would flow among those nations 
which have and those which have 
not. 
Eisenhower’s original proposal 
was aimed also at inspiring some 
sort of break in the disarmament 
deadlock. It was thought that by 
diverting 
attention 
to 
peaceful 
uses some progress might be pos­ 
sible on barring wartime uses. 
This disarmament feature was 
jettisoned in the feeling it would 
be unwise to strip Western Allies of 
defensive power if Russia were un­ 
touched by any such pledge. 
Congress, meanwhile, approved 
modernization of the 1946 Atomic 
Energy Act. The effect was to per­ 
mit private development of atom­ 
ic power plants and to allow a 
fuller exchange of nuclear secrets 
with friendlier nations. 
Last September, when the U.N. 
got under way again. Secretary of 
State Dulles appeared before the 
delegates to press again for the 
President’s proposal. 
Then the shift from pool to 
clearing house was publicly re­ 
vealed. The United States 
an­ 
nounced it was putting up nuclear 
materials for fuel in experimental 
atomic power plants *to be built 
abroad. 
In the end, despite bitter words, 
Russia went along. About that 
time the stalled U.S.-Russian con­ 
versations had moved into a new 
phase. 
Eisenhower, 
announcing 
this early last month, voiced the 
hope these talks — also secret — 
would “be more fruitful** than the 
first phase.

Pheasant season ended Satur­ 
day, with comparatively few hunt­ 
ers getting two birds in one day’s 
I hunting. This can be 
attributed 
largely to the fact that we did not 
have heavy enough snow to break 
down the weeds and protective cov­ 
ering, hence the birds run ahead 
of the hunters and escaped the gun. 
Conservation - minded 
hunters 
should get some satisfaction 
in 
knowing at least we have a good 
brood stock left over for n e x t 
year. 
Last Friday and Saturday 
we 
had an ideal tracking snow and 
many hunters got the limit of four 
rabbits. Two hunters told me they 
even missed sitting rabbits when 
they attempted to “shoot off their 
nose.’’ 


RUSSELL Reichenbach, who is 
well known in Humane Society 
work, had an usual experience 
while hunting pheasants last week. 
Russ said his dog came to a 
point near a big briar patch. Fi­ 
nally the dog began wagging his 
tail and barking. Russ said 
he 
heard a cock bird cackle back at 
the dog, so he decided to tear 
through the briars and flush the 
bird. When he got in the middle 
of the briars the bird let out a 
series of cackles and took off out 
of a tree on the outer edge of the 
briars. All Russ had to show for 
his efforts were numerous briar 
scratches. 


A RECENT news release by the 
Ohio Division of Wildlife indicates 
that something will be done in our 
public school system towards edu­ 
cating the future hunters in safe 
handling of firearms and stress the 
importance of protecting out nat­ 
ural resources. 
I will have to get in my “ two 
cents worth’* along these lines. For 
years, some of us older game pro­ 
tectors have advocated instructing 


our future hunters regarding t h e 
proper use of firearms and have 
spoken to all age groups in the 
public schools along this line when 
invited to do so. 
Two other 
factors 
should be 
stressed, according to my way of 
thinking proper respect for t h e 
landowner and the importance of 
the laws in protecting our wildlife. 
We certainly can produce a bet­ 
ter informed group of future hunt­ 
ers with a little effort and cooper­ 
ation of all conservation - minded 
groups. 
Your game protector has only a 
limited amount of time for this 
kind of work and he alone cannot 
be expected to do a thorough job 
without contacting every student 
in his respective county. A f e w 
careless hunters in the fields and 
hunters who have no respect for 
game laws make it rough on the 
good hunters who try to do the 
right thing. “These guys have got 
to go.’’ 


I GET NUMEROUS 
inquiries 
from hunters who lost their pups 
while hunting. 
I would like to hear from any 
one when a lost beagle or hound 
strays to your place. Lots of hunt­ 
ers place more than a cash value 
on their dogs. Sentimental attach­ 
ments result in a lot of worry as 
they wonder if the dog is in good 
hands or if he is having to forage 
for himself. 
Most any dog owner would be 
glad to compensate the p e r s o n 
finding and caring for his dog un­ 
til he learns the anim al’s where­ 
abouts and gets him back. 
Please don’t bother me w ith stray 
mongrels. This is a job for the 
Humane 
Society.

NEW YORK IC—A widely diver­ 
sified eleven led by the best bal­ 
anced backfield of recent years has 
been chosen as the 1954 Associated 
Press All - America football team.

The team was chosen on the 
recommendations of l l AP region 
a1 All - America boards plus in­ 
dividual recommendations received 
from more than 500 AP member 
newspapers and radio stations, and 
is based on full reports for the 
entire season.

Happily surprised, one enthusi­ 
astic reducer has w ritten to report 
that for the first tim e in her mid­ 
dle-aged life she is losing weight 
without going hungry. 
Like m ost overweights, hereto­ 
fore she had regarded a diet as 
doing penance for past overeat­ 
ing, rath er than a scientific way 
of eating that can turn pounds back 
into energy. 
Thanks to the nutrition advances, 
true hunger is no longer a prob­ 
lem to reducers. If you are going 
hungry, it m eans you are not tak­ 
ing advantage of the science of 
nutrition. For exam ple, you m ay 
have the notion that only the foods 
you do not eat can help you lose. 
That is the negative approach and 
leads to self-pity, and eventually 
back to your old food habits. 
Once alerted to the fact that nu­ 
trition knowledge gives power over 
the pounds as well as over hunger, 
you are eager to put nutrition to 
work. This leads to a change of 
food habits and to keeping weight 
beautifully controlled. 


LET’S APPLY nutrition science. 
The m ere act of eating uses cal­ 
ories. But the choice of the food 
is all im portant. The effect of food 
in raising the m etabolism is term ed 
its specific dynam ic action and, 
of all foods, proteins have t h e 
greatest effect. 
Protein, together with the other 
protective foods, can build slim 
ness. And m ark this down in your 
book and never forget it: the way 
to reduce healthfully is to build 
slimness, instead of half starving 
your body. 
R esearch em phasizes the hunger 
control role of protein. Hunger con­ 
trols hinges on keeping blood su­ 
gar levels steady. You m ight think 
from this that a sweet will stave 
off hunger and therefore help you 
reduce. While sugar will raise the 
blood level, it is quickly burned, 
and you are hungry again in a 
short time. 
For exam ple, if you have only 
a dessert and a cup of coffee for 
lunch, you m ay not get too many 
calories, but that m eal will not 
stay with you. In a couple of hours, 
you will be hungry again. 
Experim ents show that it is the 
protein foods — eggs, m eat, fish 
fowl, m ilk, cheese — which m ain­ 
tain blood sugar levels, sustain en­ 
ergy and stave off hunger pangs 
Also, there is a better energy car­ 
ryover when com plete protein is in­ 
cluded at each of the three m eals, 
starting with breakfast. 
The scientific pattern of reduc­ 
ing is to build daily m enus around 
the protective foods, within 1,000 
to 1,200 calories a day.

Errors Cut To Minimum 
Voting Machine Backers 
Get Boost From Recount

COLUMBUS, Ohio I* — Voting 
m achine 
proponents 
got 
a 
big 
boost from Ohio’s record election 
recount. 
Officials in counties using the 
m achines reported they cut tabu­ 
lating errors to a m inimum and 
speeded returns. 
“ I’d like to see all m etropolitan 
cities equipped with voting m a­ 
chines,” said Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown, Ohio’s chief elec­ 
tions official. “ It would guarantee 
correct results and elim inate the 
need for recounts.” 
Brown 
m ade 
his 
observations 
upon certifying results of the U.S. 
senatorial race recount in 25 of 
Ohio’s 88 counties. 
The 
recount 
cut 
Republican 
George H. B ender’s 6.041 victory 
m argin over U.S. Sen. Thomas A. 
Burke (D-Ohio* to 2,918 votes in 
the Nov. 2 election. The Bender- 
Burke race was for the final two 
years of the late GOP Sen. Robert 
A. T aft’s term . 
Except for apparent fraud in one 
county. Brown said the recount 
uncovered only hum an errors in 
tabulating m ore than 2l 2 million 
senatorial votes. 
But only one error was reported 
in the recount of voting m achine 
totals, Brown said. That resulted 
from a transposition of figures in 
transferring totals from a voting 
m achine to election board work 
sheets, he explained. 
Only four of the counties recount­ 
ed used voting m achines and of 
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those four only Ross used them 
county-wide. 
The Ross County recount of vot­ 
ing 
m achine 
totals 
showed 
no 
change from official election fig­ 
ures. Burke gained two votes in the 
county that resulted from transfer 
to Burke of an absent voter ballot 
originally credited to Bender. 
Franklin, Mahoning and Rich­ 
land were the other counties in the 
recount m aking partial use of vot­ 
ing machines. All three use both 
m achines and paper ballots. Of­ 
ficials 
reported 
the 
recount 
of 
paper ballots was slow com pared 
with that of machines. 
A total of 12 Ohio counties now 
use voting m achines. 
Brown said voting m achines cost 
from $1,200 to $1,400 each. But 
m anufacturers 
claim 
they 
will 
m ore 
than 
pay 
for 
them selves 
through salary savings and other 
economies. 
Polling places equipped with vot­ 
ing m achines require only four 
election 
w orkers, 
Brown 
said. 
Those using paper ballots require 
at least six during voting hours. 
Some counties use two crews for 
each 
precinct. 
Daytim e 
crews 
have at least six w orkers and night 
crews at least four. 
Other counties use only one large 
crew but workers som etimes re­ 
quire up to 20 hours after polls 
close to complete their paper bal­ 
lot count. 
Brown said the long 
hours m ake it difficult to obtain 
precinct workers. 
“ Voting m achines perm it pre­ 
cinct officials to report to county 
election boards prom ptly instead of 
working for up to 20 hours longer 
to tabulate paper ballots.” Brown 
said. “ After the polls close, pre­ 
cinct officials can take totals from 
the voting m achines as fast as 
figures be read off and entered on 
work sheets.” 
The secretary of state said m ost 
voters should be able to cast m a­ 
chine ballots in less than a m in­ 
ute.

Bermudians 
Love Storms 


Rain Only Source 
Of Drinking Water 


HAMILTON. Berm uda — Rain 
on the roof is music to the ears 
of B erm uda’s 40.000 residents. 
They never are happier t h a n 
when their basements are full of 
rainw ater. 
Each drop of rain means more 
drinking w ater for the inhabitants 
of t h i s Atlantic island cluster. 
where nature requires that every 
home be a m iniature waterworks 
and storm clouds bring good cheer. 
There is hardly a building here 
of any kind, in fact, that isn’t 
equipped with a white-ribbed roof, 
especially designed for catching 
rain, and a reservoir in the cellar. 
Such construction is required by 
law and has produced a style of 
architecture Berm udians believe to 
be unique. 
Berm uda, the oldest self-govern­ 
ing British colony, consists of 150 
coral islands nearly 600 miles east 
of North Carolina. It has alm ost 
no underground fresh water. The 
drilling of wells has brought up 
large quantities of slightly s a l t y 
w ater, used by many for launder­ 
ing and bathing, but w ater f o r 
cooking and drinking comes from 
the sky. 
Some persons run out of w ater 
after three dry months and have 
to pay dearly for w ater brought in 
by ship. The U. S. Air Force base 
here c o n v e r t s ocean w ater to 
drinking 
w ater, 
but just 
about 
everyone else depends on the rain. 
One resident with a 32.000-gal­ 
lon tank under his three-bedroom 
home said he could go for a year 
without 
rain. 
But 
the 
average 
home tank holds only 11.000 gal­ 
lons, so Berm udians hope for a 
continuation of the 58-inch annual 
average rainfall recorded d u r i n g 
the last 50 years. 
When it rains in Berm uda, it 
usually rains hard, but the storm s 
last only a few m inutes, so both 
the inhabitants, who need the wa­ 
ter, and the tourists, who w a n t 
sunshine, are kept happy. 
Under rigid regulations devel­ 
oped over the past 300 years, every 
building in Berm uda has an al­ 
m ost identical roof, constructed of 
limestone or coral slates coated 
with plaster and then covered with 
purifying white limewash. Four- 
fifths of every roof m ust be de­ 
signed to catch rain. 
The roofs slope gently a b o v e 
pastel-tinted coral-brick and plas­ 
ter walls and have a corrugated 
appearance, W ater trickles down 
the white limestone terraced roofs 
into 
gutters 
and 
then 
through 
pipes to the basem ent t a n k s , 
ranging from 5.000 gallons f o r 
sm all cottages to 100,000 gallons 
for mansions. 
Hotels catering to nearly 100.000 
tourists a year have catchm ents 
on hillsides as well as on roofs. 
Huge white patches of lime-washed 
rock or cem ent that look like snow­ 
fields catch rainfall and drain it 
into pipes to underground reser­ 
voirs. 
W ater is considered to be pure 
after it has run over the lime coat­ 
ing, but if stagnation is discovered, 
the w ater is freshened with chlor­ 
inated lime. 
Mosquitoes are not much of a 
problem 
in Berm uda, 
b u t the 
heatyh departm ent requires t h a t 
all the conservationists keep their 
tanks from becoming potential in­ 
sect breeding grounds. 
The departm ent supplies, free of 
charge, guppies or goldfish to be 
placed in underground tanks. The 
fish eat any larva that m ay be de­ 
posited by interloping mosquitoes.

A 
motion picture, produced by the 
Portland Cement Association, show­ 
ing the manufacture of cement, 
was screened by W. J. Hagenloch- 
er of North Canton, field engineer 
for the association.

“ Portland” is not a trade name 
but is a type of cement produced 
in scores of plants throughout the 
country. It secured its name from 
a natural gray stone quarried on 
the island of Portland, England, 
where cement was discovered in 
1824. 
The picture showed the wide uses 
of c e m e n t in highway, build­ 
ing, bridge and other projects. A 
corps of scientists and engineers is 
maintained by the association at 
its Chicago headquarters to work 
on new uses for the product. 
Some 150 pounds of raw material 
«and 30 pounds of coal are required 
ifl the production of a 94-pound 
sack of cement, the picture showed. 
In the United States, there is an 
endless source of natural resources 
for the production of cement as 
its uses continue to spread, 
he 
said.
